ous Judea into monogamous Greece, Home, 
Germany and Spain, took on monogamy 
from the heathen nations in-which it sought 
to make progress, and which had never 
practiced anything else. Jesus and Paul 
advocated celibacy not monogamy. They re- 
buked those who would punish adultery, not 
those who had practiced polygamy. The 
only limitation to “one wife," was that pre- 
scribed a bishop. Banctity was sup- 
posed toconsli* [n absolute abstinence from 
marriage whether polygamous or mono- 
gamous, and nothing else but this was sc- 
counted chastity either among the Eaaenen 
or the primitive christians. This is astan- 
dard which modern "christanity" utterly 
rejects and repudiates. Whence, then, did 
the modern standards come. Evidently, 
from philosophic Grbece, which according 
to Michelet pod the concurrent volca of 
10481 modern critics never knew a sacerdotal

Rev. Robert Collyer writes to the “late 
Rev.” George Chniney, a crisp but kind nnd 
appropriate totter advising tho lat tor not to 
try to use a.

'houseor Unſtarlan money or influence for 
the promotion of his new "atlicous" views, 
Dr. Collyer does not stop to consider what 
may bo the ylews of the "majority" of tho 
church members or congregatiom at Eyans- 
ville upon the question of going with their 
Inte minister out of Unitarianiam into Athe- 
fam. "This will doubtiess seem to some of 
the members themselves, and, perhaps, to 
Mr. Ohalney like overlooking the nob of the 
question, which in thelr minds, judging 
from thelr course, standa somewhat thus: 
What ere the rights and duttes of a majori- 
ty, say of throe-foupths, in aCongregatlonal 
Unitarian church if they desaire to take the 
church property and name with them, ju 
followlog their pastor into Athelam.

mockery of marriage, and trampled on

A Christian Verdict. 


About two years ago B, F. Underwood 
WIA invited by n Ubaral socloty to give two 
lectures nt Irvin Station, Pa. This villngo 
la ln Westmoreland county, and in the cen- 
tre of tho most rialdly orthodox roglon in 
the State. A hishopof the Methodist Church 
had lectured there, and made *"Inüdellty " 
the subject of severe criticism, The free. 
thinkers thought their views and nim mis- 
represented hy the representative of Christe 
lanlty, and sent for Uhderwood to come 
there nnd put them right before the public. 
Weeks before the arriva of tbe materlalist, 
the miniators of the älfferent churches 
preached violently agalnet“ infaallty," char- 
aoterizod the announcement ot an * infidel’ 
lecture In that community as an insult to a 
christian people, and called upon the people 
to discounteuance, and If possible prevent 
this piece” of "infideli" effrontery. The 
school house—the only placo to be had—waa 
secured by the liber als fram the president 
of the school board, who had Mwaya rented 
tho bullding for lectures, and all necessary 
arrangements wero made. Underwóód ur- 
rived at the appolnted time. The excite 
mont wan intense, and the ministero, for- 
getting thelr sectarian differences. united in 
using all their Influence to atir up the peo- 
plo and prevent tha usa of the school house 
for the lectures. At the Inst moment the 
trustees had a meeting and ndopted-n resol. 
utlon that the school house should not be 
used for Underwood'a lecture. The'preat- 
dent of the school board, although au ortho- 
dox christian, docinred he had entered Into 
an agreement and made a contract with the 
liberals, as he had with others on provious 
occasions, and that he was bound by every 
legal and moral consideration to keep his 
part of the contract. Accordingly ho gave 
the liberals written permission and au- 
thorization to take possession of tho build» 
Ing. The lecture was given, There was 
no disturbance; no interruption oven. The 
dincourse, Ike all tho leoturea of Mr, Under- 
wood, was radical in thought but mild In 
language. It was a presentation of tho 
teachings of scienca from the materluliat'a 
stand-point, in contrast to the teachings of 
theology; and the orthodox people that ven. 
tured to attend probably heard more truth 
on the aubject than they ever heard befora 
during thelr entire ilves. — * 

The next evening, a few minutes before 
the hour of the second lecture, Mr. Under- 
wood, with two other gentlemen, was arred- 
ted on the charge of forcible entry and pé- 
cupatlon of the school house for fmmorat 
purposes. Mr. Underwood was released 4o-

History Eopeating Itself. 


LETTEL FROM DH. SAMUELNWATBSON. 

I attended tho “Firat Methodist, Church" 
Due. to hear the pastor preach on tha 

übbath, He read for the lesson the frat 
part of tho twelfth chapter of Matthew, 
It gives the history of Jesus and his disgi- 
plea going through the corn and “plucking 
and eating" to satisfy thelr hunger. The 
Pharlsces accused him of breaking tho Bab. 
bath. Jeaus referred them to what David 
did when he was aliungered, and thoy tint 
were with him: how he entered into thse 
house of God and did ent of tha dbewhbrend 
which was not lawful for him to ent, and 
how the priesta profane the Sabbath and 
aro blameless. or: 

"And behold there was a man which had 
awithored hand, nnd they asked him, Mr 
ing, Is it lawful to do good on the Sabbat 
‘day, that they might nccuso him.” Thin 
wns the proacher’a text. Jesus healed the 
mau with the withered band on tho Bab- 
bath. "Then the Pharisees went out and 
held a council against him, how they might 
dentro him.“ Further on, we aro told with 
whom this council was beld—the ucees. 
They were the materlallata of that day; they 
bellöved in neither angel. spirit or any ex- 
istonce after the present; yet these Pharl- 
seen, who made long prayers, and ware very 
strict in the discharge of the externals of 
religion, and claimed to be the peculiar fä- 
vorites of heaven, formed a coaliticn with 
thesp materialistic inddels, who “refectod 
the traditionary doctrines of the Scribes, 
and maintained that there was no future 
state of rewards and punishments.” "They 
donied the existence of angels and spirits 
or souls of departed men“ (Acta xxilt : 8). 
They carried their Ideas of human freedom 
80 fur as to assert that men wero abaolutel 
masters of thelr own actions and at full 
Jiberty to do either good or evil, Josaphus 
even says that they denied the essential dlt- 
ference between good and evil; yet there 
members of the Church will unite with 
these intldels to destroy Jesus. And for 
what? Doing good on tie Sabbath day. 

Now for the parallel: The Oharch has 
never been able to afford demonstrative 
proof of the immortality that m d have

The three’ pollticai conventions which 
have overrun Chicagoduring the past week. 
all hnve & bearing on the progress of Idous 
and principles which He within the scope of 
this JounnaL.

Tho Greenback and Woman's conventions 
differ from the Repubilean En the fact, that 
they huvethelrconstituency to make.

yehemence in tha advocacy of personal 
notions throws them out of gear with exist. 
ing organizations, and renders any views 
thoy may express, presumptively the vylaws 
of pioneers, and therefore of a minority, 
who having nomeansof getting power muat 
9hoose batween martyrdom and obscurity. 
In the Greenbusk-Laber party the bond 
of cohesion is tha tack of capital. In the 
Woman Suffrage party, itia the absence of 
political rights. The fact that both parties 
are founded upon a want, created n fellow- 
feeling between them, which the total 
dissimilarity in thelr wants prevented from 
belng very cordial. 
The Greenback-Labor party seam to bo 
right in their impulse in favor of an abun- 
dant paper currency, but quite immature 
in their attention tothe question of keeping 
it at par or protecting it ogalnst deprecta- 
ton, Plenty of money is a good thing, pro- 
vided the money is Itself good money. The 
Confederates. issued n larger currency than 
„the government has ever issued, and ot a 
time when their armies were confronting 
ours on equal terms thelr currency, had gunk 
to two cents on the dollar, Why! Simply, 
because they did not connect thelr currency 
with gold in any way, by making the cur- 
rency fundablo into canfederate bonds, and 
securing the payment of a gold interest on 
these bonds by means of a competent gold 
revenue collected from duties on Importa. 
They know that na gold revenue was 
"needed to give value to the currency, und 
attempted to raise one for that purpose on 
the export of cofton, and by a home 
ax, but both failed. Our government 
secured ita gold revenue from importa, and 
by providing thus a means of Indirect and 
and partial redemption in coin, for every 
greenback issued, it succeeded En preventing 
its greenbacka .getting below about forty 
cents on the dollar. The people would not 
have redcomed them in meat, corn, and 
pork, if the government had not provided 
for, and malntalned partial redemption In 
colp, through making them convertible In 
to bonds on which the government pald 
coin intdrest. 


If the government sbonld "pay oif" our 
present national debt with greenbacks, the 
advocates of such a measure shonld point 
out what 1s to prevent tho greanbacks from 
sharing the fate which irredeemable paper 
money has always shared. The silence of 
all their speakers and platforms on the 
"redemption?" question, compels the bellet 
that they do not give it that consideration 
‘which they do to tha question of "Issning" 
the paper money. Doubtless the country 
has suffered severely from mistaken poll- 
cies or lack of policy, Doubtless the Injury 
which would result from so considerable an 


a very Iſvely inflation, is not to be com- 
pared with tha distreas under which the 
country hasstruggled for seven years past 
as the cost of bringing cur dollar to par. 
But we are persuaded that our greenback 
friends who are sincerely aiming at those 
"flush times, which wo all want to soo, 
wonld nerve their cause more effectually if 
they would satisfy the pubilo mind fome- 
what more clearly, as to how thoy propose 
to secure the redemption of the paper they 
dealre to have issued.

Whatever may bo the advantago of the 
ballot, it has the diaad vantage of placing 
the digreputabie, ignorant and depraved on 
a level with the honest, intelligent and re- 
spectable, Among men (ho experience la a 
disappointment to tho discreet, and n tri- 
umph only to those who.could not triumph 
in any other department of lifo, Among 
women in oltles it would compel those who 
can'now ignore the disroputabla of thoir 
own sex, as completely ns if they did not, 
exist, to enter tho lists against them and 
measure swords with them on terms of 
equality, or to be bosten by them. This, to 
womanly purity, would bo a very trying or- 
deal. Victory in sudh conficta would ba as 
dlegracofal na dofent. In tho rural districts 
woman suffráge would. strengthen the 
priest-lod vote in bohalf of wrrrow and dea 
potic standards of government, religious 
codes,coeralve temperangelaws and reforms 
by víolence. Among men few scholars or 
stateamen can control individually an many 
votes ag n liquor merchant or saloon keeper. 
Among women few would have us effective 
means of infiuence ns tho keeper of a bag- 
nlo. Among honest women tho speech- 
makers would not compare in influence 
with fashionable entertainers. 

We regret that in the recent convention 
two or three women copdeacended to bonst 
of having used or sanctioned corrupt means 
to carry their point in extending the aut- 
frage to thelt sex. Nearly all of them op- 
only justify voting for whatever party will 
glve them power to vote. This is unwise. 
Men may do these things, but.they do not 
boast of them. A woman cannot honestly 
plodge herself to voto for any party that 
will give her the power to vote. Its other 
measures might ba damnable. It is selling 
ber vote for pay. It injures the suffrage 
movement by giving tokens, In advance, of 
domorailzatton. d

A few days after reading it the 
writer suggested ita traln of thought to an 
Episcopalian friend who was generously 
zealous in promoting the growth of afee 
bie church and among other works of platy 
was entertaining tho visiting clergymen 
every week. He remarked that any lady, 
whohbad had much experience would sooner 
entertain educated men of any other pro- 
fesslon than ialnlstern. Not long aiterward 
the same point arose in conversation with 
a Baptist clergyman. He remarked thut he. 
thought the oriticlam jnet,as on a recent 
occaalon, while attending a gathering at a 
private realdence, where of course all were 
guests, a very leading divine happening do 
lean his arm upon the mantel, where it had 
no business, found as he removed ft, that his. 
sleeve was soled with dust. Thereupon,’ 
"Look," he remarked and wrote with bis 
fngera In large lotters, in the dust upon the 
mantel, the word "Slut," as his estimate of 
the negligence nnd untidiness of tho lady 
whose bospltality he was enjoying.

Whatever may be the cause of such 
conflleta between sectarian and clerical 
impertinence on the one band and civility 
and courtesy on the other, ho greater service | 
can ba be rendered the world than by bold.

At whose inetigatiod tra it boen that re-

Ing each person of sufilolent age to have a 
belief of any kind, what hla retiglous belief 
ig. There nre indications abroad that the 
Ghristlans of this country would prefer that 
no such census should bo taker, leat it might 
diac[oeo earller than is inevitable the very 
palpableand viatble decline in their atzength, 
which bas been going on during the past 
ten yaar. When an eren occum whieh a 
portion of the community have both an in- 
terest and power to bring aboot, it ia natur- 
al to ank whether such event js duo to thoir 
agency. If no religions statisti whatever 
aroko be compiled, weobject tothe omission. 
Ir religious statistics are to be compiled by 
going to the priests and pas ‘various 
denominations and ge irgurem, we 
object ta this as something worse than no 
statistics at ali The only statistica worth 
faking wanld be arrived af by asking every 
person over ten years uf age do ntate his 
religious faith as fuliy as be could do by a 
single word, whether that word were Christ- 
fan, Athelst, Spiritualist, Jew, Confucian or 
Heathen. This certainiy is not being done.
